Anxiety disorders affect about 10% to 30% of the population sometime in their 
lifetime. With proper management most people can learn how to handle their 

There are a number of natural and pharmaceutical options people can take 
for their anxiety. However, sometimes the best first approach is an old fashioned 

Routine exercise and fresh air can make a huge difference in a patient's outlook. 
Natural endorphins released during exercise, and sunlight exposure, have been 
shown to improve mood and help with anxiety. Talking to someone about worries 
and concerns can be comforting. It is not always necessary to consult a psychiatrist, 
some family practitioners offer counseling and there are psychologists that can 
help with many issues. Ask your family practitioner for a referral or contact a 
therapist on your own. Sometimes there are help groups available as well where 
people who share your problems get together to help each other. 

If you would like to try a pharmaceutical product in addition to the above 
mentioned strategies there are a number available. Currently a number of 
antidepressants are being used to also help with anxiety. The most commonly used 
medications belong to a class called selective serotonin reuptake inhibitors (SSRIs). 
These medications help to increase serotonin levels in the brain. Commonly used 
medications in this class are Celexa, Cipralex, Prozac, Paxil and Zoloft. 

The next most commonly used agent is Effexor XR. This medication is part of 
a different class called SNRIs. There are other antidepressants that can be tried if 
these first line agents are ineffective. Typically it takes about 2 to 4 weeks to see 
some symptom relief and it may take about 12 or more weeks to see a full response. 

Sometimes it is recommended that a patient try an anxiolytic such as Ativan, 
or clonazepam, until the other medications take full effect. These agents provide 
rapid onset and can be used for acute anxiety symptoms. Unfortunately these 
medications can also cause dependence, sedation, and memory impairment. They 
are really best used on a short-term basis. 

Often it is a matter of trial and error to find what agent works best for the 
individual. Patients often get frustrated with this process, unfortunately there is 
often no easy solution. 

There are a number of natural products on the market that people can try. 
There is some evidence for products like St. John's Wart and kava being effective. 
Other agents include 5-HTP, L-tryptophan and Passionflower. Kava is not currently 
available in Canada because of concerns with liver toxicity. St. John's Wart is 
available and does increase levels of serotonin. However, it should be treated like 
any other medication. You should consult your doctor before taking it and ask the 
pharmacist about drug interactions. As for the other products there is still a lack 
of evidence of safety and efficacy. 

Research has shown that people who take a medication and participate in some 
type of talking therapy do best in overcoming their anxiety. Talk over your options 
with your practitioner and have some patience as you work through your issues. In 
time most people are able to overcome their anxiety and find a way to deal with 
their problems.

HST causes facility 
rate increase

WAINFLEET - When it 
comes to facility rates, town¬ 
ship residents will now feel the 
extra burden of the harmo¬ 
nized sales tax. 

During a recent meeting, 
council approved new facil¬ 
ity rates, which have been 
increased by 2%. Despite a plea 
by delegate Heather Bunz to 
once again freeze figure skat¬ 
ing and hockey rates, director 
of operations Greg Wuisman 
recommended the increase 
since rates have been frozen 
for the past two years. 

Wuisman also noted the 
township must impose the 
extra 8% tax because it does 
not have the funds to absorb 


the extra cost. 

“It's simply our job to collect 
that money and pass it on,” to 
the government, he said of the 
HST. 

Council pondered further 
subsidizing icetime for the 

already reduced about $50 to 
$85 with GST included in pre¬ 
vious years. 

Under the new bylaw which 
was fast-tracked Tuesday night 
to implement the tax, the prime 
rate per hour is $137, non prime

Winger, like 800,000 other 
people, is on Enbridge’s 
budget billing plan, which 
allows customers to spread 


over the course of a year. 
People who sign up are sup¬ 
posed to pay equal monthly 
installments, based on the 
history of their account. 

A customer's current bill 
should reflect the actual gas 
they used but didn't pay for 
in the previous year. 

The July adjustments are 
normally minimal. 

Winger said when she con¬ 
tacted Enbridge for an expla¬ 
nation, the company said 
"Your rate was set too low.” 

"It’s equal billing, shouldn't 
it be based on the last 12 
months?" asked Winger. “I 
worked it out, I should be 
paying $212 a month.” 

And Winger isn’t the only 
one in this predicament. 

Enbridge has sent letters 
to about 100,000 people 
with July bills three to four 
times higher than usual, 
said spokeswoman Lisa 
McCe

NIAGAHA FALLS — Expert 
predictions that the Great 
Lakes could hit record high 
temperatures this summer is 
good and bad news, says one 
local outdoorsman. 

“Swimmers are enjoy¬ 
ing it,” said A1 Oleksuik, a 
nature columnist with The 
Niagara Falls Review who 
lives near the Welland River 
in Chippawa. 

“I notice a difference here. 
(The water is) 24°C. It usu- 
aUy doesn’t hit that until mid- 
AugusL I have a feeling we’re 
headed towards 26°C, which 
is extremely warm.” 

Lake Superior — the 
world’s largest lake - is 
having a record year as far 
as temperatures go, thanks 
largely to low ice cover last 

If that continues, Superior 
and the rest of the Great 
Lakes will be setting records 

according to Jay Austin, asso¬ 
ciate professor of physics at 
the University of Minnesota 
Duluth’s Large Lakes 
Observatory. 

Austin, who studies Lake 
Superior's temperatures, said 
the lake is 5 to 7 C warmer 
than it usually is in mid-July, 
while the Great Lakes in

“I don’t know what's going to happen," 
said Oleksuik. 

“There are pluses, but in general it’s 
never a good thing when you start seeing 
unusual changes like that." 

Meanwhile, 11 of 34 public beaches 
sampled for high bacteria levels across 
Niagara were posted unsafe for swim¬ 
ming Thursday afternoon, according to 
public health’s website. 

Niagara Region tests beaches along 
Lake Erie, Lake Ontario and the Niagara 
River every week during lune, luly and 
August Some of the more popular ones 
are tested more frequently. 


When water samples show unaccept¬ 
able levels of E.coli bacteria, a beach is 
posted with a sign to indicate it’s unsafe. 

A beach might also be posted unsafe 
for swimming because of floating debris, 
od, excessive weed growth and bad 

It’s common to find high bacteria 
counts at beaches after days of heavy 
rain and high winds. 

Bjorn Christensen, public health’s 
director of environmental health, said 
it’s too early to compare this summer’s 
beach activity to past years. 

"We really do our data comparison 
to the previous year at the end of each 
summer," he said.
